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Police still looking for men involved in armed robbery

An Estill County woman has been arrested 
and the Estill County Sheriff’s Office is look¬ 
ing for two Powell County men involved in an 
armed robbery in Irvine this weekend. 

Deputy Russell “Doc” Morris said Jennifer 
Puckett, 28, of Sugar Hollow Road, entered the 
home of the victim, Sheila Begley on South 
Irvine Road. Morris said Puckett does Begley’s 
hair on a weekly basis and entered through 
the back door of her residence Sunday to do 
work for her. 

When she came into the home, she left the 
back door unlocked. Morris said a few minutes 


later two men, identified as Joshua Back and 
Terry Abshear of Powell 
County, came into the 
residence through that 
back door and pointed a 
gun at both Puckett and 
Begley. 

Begley was able to 
indentify the robbers 
and told police Back was 
carrying the gun and the 
other man was wearing 
a mask. 

Back and Abshear 
stole Begley’s purse and 
her cordless phone to prevent her from calling 
911. The men went to an abandoned prop¬ 


erty behind Begley’s house and dumped the 
belongings of the purse, left the purse and put 
the belongings in their pockets. 

Begley told Morris there was approximately 
$1,100 in cash, credit cards, medications and a 
cell phone in the purse. 

Puckett told Begley she was going to get her 
father’s gun and she would be back. However, 
she never returned. 

Instead, she told police, she picked up Back 
and Abshear on the side of the road and drove 
them away from the crime scene. 

Puckett told police Abshear is her boyfriend 
and the robbery was planned by the three of 
them. She told Morris it was her job to leave 
the door unlocked so the men could enter the 
home. 


Puckett told Morris she knew about the plan 
to rob Begley but wasn’t aware a gun would be 
involved. 

Puckett was arrested and is charged with 
complicity to robbery first degree. Bond was 
set at $20,000 cash. At press time she was set 
to appear in Estill County District Court May 
30 at 9 a.m. 

Charges against Back and Abshear will be 
filed after they have been arrested. 

If you have any information concerning the 
whereabouts of Back or Abshear, the Sheriff’s 
office asks that you call 911 or report to their 
office.

Fiscal Court approves 
first reading of 
2012-2013 budget

Judge-Executive Wallace Taylor presented the first reading of 
the 2012-2013 budget to the fiscal court last week. 

Present as guests at the meeting were several county employ¬ 
ees, including Sheriff Gary Freeman. There were several ques¬ 
tions fielded to the court concerning the budget and proposed 
changes from last year. 

Changes include health care insurance and pay for county 
employees. Taylor reported that he is still seeking quotes from 
insurance companies in order to save money in that area. 

Taylor said he has only received one quote thus far and that 
quote would require a $500 increase in the rates for the next 
fiscal year. 

“This is all a negotiation process right now,” Taylor said. 

The rate of health insurance is important, as Taylor noted, 
because a firm health insurance rate will determine whether a 
pay increase can take place. 

The 2012-2013 budget allows for a 50 cent pay raise for all 
county employees.

Banquet held for Youth Investment Project graduates

A banquet was held for local high school grad¬ 
uates who participated in the Youth Investment 
Project (YIP) last week at Michael’s Restaurant. 

Of the 33 participants in the program, 32 
graduates from Estill County and Powell County 
were honored. One is currently working on their 
GED. 

YIP is a program offered tlirough the Kentucky 
River Foothills Council to prepare high school 
seniors for college, jobs and community service. 

As part of the banquet, YIP coordinators Sharon 
Niece and Linda Huettner brought in Tanya 
Fogel from the Bluegrass Area Development 
District to speak to the graduates. 

Fogel spoke to the students from her personal 
experiences with alcohol and drug abuse and 
how it resulted in her 10-year sentence in a 
women’s prison. 

“If you make the bad choices like I did, you

have consequences to pay,” Fogel said. “My 
addiction creeped up on me so fast, I didn’t even 
know I was in it.” 

She told the graduates how she overcame her 
addiction and how she now helps people who are 
in the same situations she was a few years ago. 
After her lecture, Fogel gave them two take-

The magistrates expressed a concern that 
one particular employee of the county was 
being ignored in making pay raises. 

District 3 Magistrate Darrell Johnson noted 
that there was no pay raise included in the 
budget for Jailer James “Bo” Morris. 

District 1 Magistrate Gerald Rader told 
Taylor he thinks it is “only fair” to include a 
pay raise for Morris in the budget. 

Taylor said Morris is not included in the 
county’s pay increases because the Estill 
County Jail is a life safety jail. According to 
KRS 441.055, “those counties operating jails 
that have elected not to hold state prisoners,” 
are known as life safety jails. 

Life safety jailers are not subject to pay 
raises in the same way that other county 
employees or elected officials are. 

Pay raises for elected officials are mandated 
by the state and county employee raises are 
included in the budget that is approved by the 
fiscal court. However, for life safety jailers, 
like Morris, the fiscal court must set a pay 
raise and vote to approve the raise. 

County Treasurer Ann Rogers told the 
court this is required by Kentucky Revised 
Statute. She also told the court there are regu¬ 
lations about when this can be voted on and 
changed. 

County Attorney Rodney Davis advised the 
court to allow time to look up the KRS legis¬ 
lation and then make a decision. 

Sheriff Gary Freeman addressed the court 
concerning a comment Taylor made at the 
April fiscal court meeting. 

Freeman read a passage from an article 
printed in the May 3 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. The article read, “Taylor also 
discussed the sheriff’s office. He said the 
court had paid for a deputy and overtime 
for that office. ‘We cannot continue to fund 
everything everybody asks for,’ he said.” 

Freeman told the court he didn’t believe 


that asked for anything more than what is 
necessary to run his office and wasn’t sure 
why his office was used an example of some¬ 
thing that could be cut to save the county 
money. 

Taylor told Freeman that the amount of 
excess fees spent at the sheriff’s office was too 
much. 

“When I first came here the excess fees 
were anywhere from $15,000 to $20,000,” he 
said. “Every year we give those excess fees 
back to you and every year since I’ve been 
here they have increased.” 

Taylor said the sheriff’s excess fees are 
approximately $80,000 for the last fiscal year. 


He also told the court there are other depart¬ 
ments that are of concern besides the sheriff’s 
department. He told Freeman he was using 
him as an example, but he needs everyone to 
make cuts in necessary places. 

“We are starving other departments and 
the jail is bleeding me dry,” Taylor said. “As 
a court we have to nail down on a lot of 
expenses.” 

Taylor told the court all of this was stuff 
he had to consider when drafting the budget. 
The budget has be balanced and submitted by 
June 30. The court voted to approve the dis¬ 
cussion last week as the first reading. 

The court also discussed plans for updates 


to the park on Wiseman’s Crossing at Dry 
Ridge. The county received a $100,000 grant. 

Taylor said the money would be used to 
build restrooms, trail heads and improve¬ 
ments to the existing trails. He also said 
he estimated there could be an estimated 
$40,000 spent on the county’s part for the 
park. 

In other business, the court voted to 

• accept the library budget 

• accept the Chamberlain Branch budget 

• accept the treasurer’s report 

• accept an intrafund transfer of $74,000 
from the general fund to the jail.

String of murders, shootings shows no value of human life 


Last weekend I got one of those messages 
that make your stomach sink, your heart start 
racing and your mind start wondering in a 
thousand different directions. 

An old friend had sent me a simple text 
message. One little sentence that ended with 
a question mark sparked a series of events in 
my life that have had me shaken for the past 
week. 

“What’s going on on your street?” he asked. 
I wasn’t home 
and I instantly 
began to fear 
that something 
had happened 
to my family. I 
started sending 
texts to every¬ 
one asking if 
they were home, 
what was going 
on and if they 
were OK. 

I eventually 
found out that 
our neighbors 
had been stabbed and two of them were 
dead, the third had been airlifted to UK to be 
treated for severe cuts, including one to her 
throat. 

As information began to be told to police 
and neighbors, it became clear that a woman 
had killed her daughter and her granddaugh¬ 


ter and the attempted to kill herself. 

All of this happened just two doors down. 
In the early morning hours horrific things 
took place in that home and by the time I was 
home that night, my neighborhood had been 
turned into a scene that looked as if it was 
straight of out of CSI. 

I had never seen crime scene tape up close, 
let alone stretched across the yards of my own 
neighborhood. 

I had always only heard of things like this 
happening, read about them in books or 
newspapers from across the country. It took a 
good few days before the seriousness of what 
had happened really hit me. I was very lucky 
to have been away from home when every¬ 
thing was happening. 

My family watched as bodies were carried 
out while other neighbors gained a peak at 
the aftermath of the murder inside the home. 

I can’t imagine how I would be had I seen all 
of that. 

It was a devastating blow to my hometown. 
But then, news started flooding in of all kinds 
of other murders and shootings just within 
the last week. 

Two Powell County women were shot and 
killed by an angry ex-boyfriend. An Irvine 
man was shot by his own brother over a bot¬ 
tle of whiskey. Various shooting and murders 
in other towns like Danville, Georgetown and 
Louisville were also reported. 

As a journalist, I have had to toughen my 


skin to things like this. However, it’s often 
difficult to just look away and pretend that 
things like this don’t effect me. 

It really makes me wonder how the human 
life has possibly become so devalued. I was 
always taught that a human life was the most 
valuable thing. 

From the looks of things, that’s no longer 
the case. Whiskey and vengeance seem to 
reign supreme to the lives of even one’s own 
family. In my opinion, that’s simply not OK. 

Even with the tough skin of a journalist, 
it’s scary to think that the world has come to 
this. That for some, you can’t even let your 
guard down around your own family. 

A beautiful young woman and her child 
were killed in their sleep and every time 
I drive past their former home, I will be 
reminded of that. I will be reminded that 
someone clearly didn’t value them in the way 
that they should have. 

I only hope that when the people who 
committed these horrible crimes stand trial 
there is justice served for the victims. Maybe 
as they spend time in jail they will have the 
time to contemplate what they took from not 
only their victims, but from the rest of the 
population. 

Not only the victims are effected by mur¬ 
ders like those that have taken place this 
week. But those who loved them and those 
that were witness to the aftermath. 

My family has been haunted by these mur-

ders. I literally can’t stop thinking about it. 

I wish that I could say that this is uncom¬ 
mon, unheard of or that things will change. 
But the sad truth is that the world is not as 
bright and cheerful as I once believed it to be.

Suicide case sheds light on 
bullying, discrimination 


Art up 
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Gov. Beshear invites Kentuckians

There’s one issue in this world that hurts 
me more than anything and that’s discrimi¬ 
nation. I’m a firm believer than nobody 
should be discriminated against regardless of 
their race, gender, religious beliefs or sexual 
orientation. 

If you have kept up with national news, 
you have probably heard the name Tyler 
Clementi mentioned a few times this past 
week. 

He was an 18-year-old college student 
who committed suicide almost two years 
ago. His roommate, Dharun Ravi, left a 
webcam going 
in his room 
which resulted 
in him catching 
dementi’s first 
sexual experi¬ 
ence on video. 

This action 
pushed Clementi 
to jump off a 
bridge, which 
ended his life.

mere 30 days 
in jail for this 

crime. Now, here’s the twist that I expect will 
change many people’s minds on this subject: 
Clementi was a gay male. 

I do believe that Ravi should not be 
charged with dementi’s suicide. You can’t 
charge Ravi for that, it’s unjustified. Clementi 
made the decision to end his life, not Ravi. 

However, that is not my issue. 

My issue is this question I keep asking 
myself: What if Clementi was a female? 

I can’t help but feel like the lack of action 
being done to punish Ravi has to do with the 
fact that Clementi was a homosexual. I’m 
sure if it was some 18-year-old girl who had 
her sex life violated, the consequences would 
have been much more severe. 

More importantly, I’m sure our country 
would rally behind making sure the perpe¬ 
trator was locked away for as long as pos-

sible. 

Our society’s double-standard is giving a 
message to today’s youth that you can bully 
someone into suicide and get away with it as 
long as they’re gay. 

I know a lot of people are against homo¬ 
sexuality, but you can’t argue with the fact 
that someone is dead. A mother lost her 
child. A man with his entire life ahead 
of him had it tragically ended because of 
hatred. 

Clementi isn’t the only example. There are 
millions of other people around the world, 
and even a handful in Estill County that are 
gay. And they feel alone because of teachers, 
pastors and family members telling them 
how they feel is wrong. 

Actually, homosexuals are approximately 
five times more likely to attempt suicide than 
heterosexuals. And this loss of life is not 
necessary, especially when the solution is so 
simple. 

Don’t preach a message of hate and fear 
into people’s lives, but instead a message of 
love and caring. If Clementi had felt he had 
someone to turn to, he might still be alive 
today. 

The bottom line does not come down to 
any one person’s stance on homosexuality 
or bullying. It comes down to being a good- 
natured human being. Help out people who 
need it, regardless of their sexuality. 


We’ve held off modernizing Kentucky’s 
tax code for several years now, not want¬ 
ing to jeopardize the beginning stages of 
our recovery from the global economic 
recession. 

With the recovery taking firm hold, 
however, the time has arrived to move our 
tax system into the 21st Century. 

Led by Lt. Gov. Jerry Abramson, the 23

Beginning next Tuesday, the commis¬ 
sion will be holding meetings around 
the state to hear what Kentuckians think 
about our tax code - where it needs to be 
changed, where it must be improved. 

Meetings will be in Paducah, Bowling 
Green, Louisville, Highland Heights (on 


Northern Kentucky University’s campus), 
Prestonsburg and Lexington. For loca¬ 
tions and times, look on the web site 
ltgovernor.ky.gov/taxreform under “public 
meeting schedule”. 

If you can’t make it to a meeting, you 
can still voice your opinion by clicking on 
“public comments”. 

Whether you’re a teacher, a small-busi¬ 
ness owner, a college student, a steelwork¬ 
er or a part-time short-order cook, we 
want to hear from you. We need to hear 
from you. 

I could easily have put the task of mod¬ 
ernizing Kentucky’s tax code solely in the 
hands of economic experts. But this isn’t 
an academic, esoteric exercise set up to 
posit theoretical arguments about ideal 
tax structures. 

It’s an exercise that recognizes that 
the power of taxation is a living, breath¬ 
ing, mechanism with tangible impact on 
people’s lives - both those who are taxed, 
and those who use services funded by 
those taxes.

Atomic plant site possible here 

Irvine, Ravenna and Estill County has been suggested to 
Colonel Dean of the Atomic Energy Commission, by the 
Industrial Development Board of Frankfort, as one of the pos¬ 
sible sites for an atomic plant, and with the assistance of other 
organizations and corporations up and down the Kentucky 
River, we find in the last few days that we have as good a 
chance, from the hearsay of other heads of different depart¬ 
ments, for the location of this plant in Estill County as of 
any other place in the state of Kentucky, since we have all the 
necessary things that go about to get a plant like this. It does 
seem that this would be a large thing for this community, and 
the question has arisen, where would the additional workers be 
housed? But we have been advised by other sources that trailer 
camps are used in cases of this kind during the building of dif¬ 
ferent plants, and that will not be a problem in case the plant 
is located here. 

If this site should be selected for a plant, we have been 
advised that some 30,000 workers would be required to build 
he atomic plant covering 6,000 acres, more or less, and after 
the plant is installed, it will employ some five- to six- thousand 
people.

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“Slow” food gives new respect for the “good oV days”

Whew! Didn’t this 
Memorial Day feel more like 
the Fourth of July? 

The heat made the swim¬ 
ming pool tempting though, 
and I’ll bet my hide wasn’t 
the only one to get a little 
sunburned. 

There’s another down side 
to these summery days. My 
salad peas are beginning to 
dry up already, and the straw¬ 
berries are gone too. 

We’ve got broccoli, cauli¬ 
flower, green onions, lettuce, 
kale and radishes big enough 
to eat, most of which prefer 
cooler weather, so the heat 
is making them look a little 
distressed. 

In the spirit of summer, 
though, we decided to try our 
hand at making homemade 
ice cream on Sunday after¬ 
noon. We gathered all our 
equipment: an electric churn, 
ice, salt, milk, sugar and vanil¬ 
la. (I decided to make Philly- 
style ice cream—no raw eggs 
for me, thanks!) 

After filling the can and 
packing ice around it in the 
wooden tub, we discovered 
the churn motor wouldn’t 
work. 

It’s a good thing we had a 
hand crank that fit the churn. 

A half an hour of manual 
labor later, we felt like we 
deserved a sweet treat. We 
had to eat the ice cream fast 
before it melted, and yes, it 
was pretty darned good. 

Making homemade ice 
cream requires a lot of ice, 
which reminded me of a 
couple of Chelsea’s interviews 
for the oral history project 
she’s working on for Berea 
College.

My parents told how the 
ice truck would make deliver¬ 
ies in rural areas back in the 
40s and 50s before electric¬ 
ity came to some parts of the 
county. 

My dad said folks would 
set signs out in their yards if 
they wanted ice, and the signs 
specified the amount of ice 
they wanted—a 25 lb. block, a 
50 lb. block, or even larger. 

Some folks had ice boxes, 
which looked like primitive 
refrigerators but worked like 
coolers. Mom said that by 
the time a person put a big 
chunk of ice in the ice box, 
there wasn’t room for much 
of anything else. 

If folks wanted to make ice 
cream, they had to chip some 
ice off the old block to fill 
their hand-cranked ice cream 
makers. 

This is just one example 
of how food preparation 
required so much more work 
a few decades ago than it does 
today. 

These days, if we want 
ice cream, we just pick up a 
carton at the store or drive 
through one of the fast-food 


lanes. The only effort it costs 
us is what we expend when 
we fork over the money to 
pay for it. 

If we had to hand crank our 
ice cream every time, I won¬ 
der how often we’d want it? 

Still, the “slow food move¬ 
ment” is becoming quite 
trendy, as more people desire 
to learn the old skills that 
our parents and grandparents 
depended on to raise their 
families. 

Isn’t it funny how every¬ 
thing old eventually becomes 
new again? 

Addie Mae Bicknell, my 
husband’s grandmother and 
“Granny” to almost everyone 
who knows her— raised her 
ten children in a small home 
with a wood cook stove, no 
modern plumbing and no 
electricity. 

She and her husband, 
Leonard, lived pretty much 
the same way their parents 
and grandparents did. 

Granny’s still going strong 
at 92, and although Papa’s 
been gone for several years 
now, he lived a good long 
life too. 

Like the majority of rural 
folks of their time, they raised 
big gardens and “put up” for 
the winter everything they 
couldn’t eat fresh. 

They stored their potatoes 
in a trench in the barn floor 
and covered them with hay 
so they wouldn’t freeze. They 
lowered milk into a stone- 
lined dug well to keep it cool. 

They butchered their own 
chickens as they needed them, 
but they had to wait until cold 
weather to kill hogs. They 
salted down the hams and 


sides of bacon so they’d have 
meat to eat until next season’s 
hog-killin’ time. 

“We used everything but 
the squeal,” my dad says, 
whose family’s food history is 
very similar. 

“Slow food” was a way of 
life, at least for rural folks, 
and they didn’t have much of 
a choice about it. The major¬ 
ity of their waking hours were 
spent providing food for the 
table. 

Fast forward fifty years and 
think about how little time 
typically is invested in prepar¬ 
ing meals these days. It only 
takes a few minutes to make 
a stop at a drive thru or nuke 


something in the microwave. 

Even for those who pre¬ 
fer to cook, compare a visit 
to the grocery where we can 
grab a roast or chicken and a 
few vegetables to take home 
and prepare on gas or electric 
ranges. Most folks pop the 
dirty dishes in a dish washer, 
and the whole process takes 
a couple of hours at most. 
Sometimes we complain about 
having to do that much. 

I’ll have to admit, I don’t 
mind doing a lot of things 
the old fashioned way. Even 
though bugs bite and pick¬ 
ing can be an uncomfortably 
itchy job, I love going out to 
the garden to see what I can 


find for dinner. 

There’s something very sat¬ 
isfying about harvesting food 
you’ve planted with your own 
hands. Besides, I feel better 
knowing that our food hasn’t 
been sprayed with toxins. 

Many lifestyles simply don’t 
have room for slow food, but I 
think there’s a valuable lesson 
in doing things the hard way 
every now and then. 

It makes us appreciate the 
conveniences we have—and 
the fact that we have a choice 
whether to take our food on 
the go.. .or slow.
